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' Gov. Griffin really got his dander up 
atiout Jekyll Island at his Wednesday 
press conference. It sounded like he-ur-~ 
gently wanted to get rid of the problem, 
as he indieated earlier in his state-of- 
the-state message. 

In that, the governor said he would 
go along with any reasonable proposal 
which the General Assembly might come 
up with to take it out of politics. But 
Wednesday he accused the newspapers of 
responsibility for its being in politics in 
the first place. Surely no one will be so 
naive as to fall for that statement. 


‘ Jekyll got into politics because of one 
reason only—politicians and the caliber 
of people to whom they entrusted its de- 
velopment. 

At the same time, the governor’s ad- 
mission that he sent his brother, Cheney, 
to the House to push for action on the 
island is quite surprising, to say the 
least. What about our boasted separa- 
tion of powers? 

The extent of political involvement 
was illustrated yesterday when former 
Sen. Jimmy Dykes, a principal lessee of 
state-owned facilities on the island, tried 
to appear before the House “to answer 
questions” about Jekyll. At the same 
time, a legislative investigation properly 
authorized to get the answers to such 
questions—proposed by Rep. Jack Murr 
of Sumter—has been voted down by a 
House committee. Rep. Murr will take 
his fight to the House floor, More power 
to him. 

Meanwhile, the Senate is giving the 
governor and the House of Representa- 
tives the opportunity to take Jekyll out 
of politics as far as it is possible to do 
so. The amendment to the Gowen bill 
which would establish a new Jekyll 
Island ~- Authority along constitutional 
board lines is constructive and realistic. 
It. could restore Jekyll to the people, a 
goal most desired by all of Georgia. 

For the good of the governor’s temper 
and blood pressure, and for the future of 
this magnificent project, the Assembly 
can now do what the governor and news- 
papers both ‘@pprove-—take Jekyll as fay 
out of polities as can be done without: 
selling the whole island. 

The Senate amendment should be ap- 
proved by both houses and by the gov- 
ernor himself.

Needs Georgia Chicken 


California jealousy over Georgia- 
grown broilers has spilled out in a vicious 
piece of legislation that would have wide 
repercussions if adopted. 

A bill was approved in the State As- 
sembly, lower house of the California 
Legislature, requiring a “Grown in Cali- 
fornia” stamp on all poultry raised there. 
Fortunately, the bill has been held up 
in a Senate committee for further study. 

Purpose of the ill-conceived measure 
is to stop the Georgia product from com- 
peting with West Coast broiler producers. 

If the legislation is passed, Georgia can 
be expected to retaliate with regulations 
to keep California oranges, grapefruit, 
lemons and vegetables away from the 
Georgia festive board. Hollywood movies 
and other California products may even 
be dragged into the controversy. 

Our advice to the author of the Cali- 
fornia bill is to buy a Georgia broiler, 
cook it properly, enjoy its tasty, golden 
flavor and then forget any legislation 
that would deny him repeat servings. 

The California legislation is along the 
same pattern as the Japanese textile sign 
bill which the Georgia Senate killed. The 
California Senate apparently is going to 
do likewise with the “Grown in Cali- 
fornia” label on poultry.

Atlantan Thinks Thorny Mideast Problems 
Won’t Be Eradicated by Eisenhower Doctrine 


Atlanta—There has been much 
publicity about the so-called ‘‘Ei- 
senhower Doctrine” for the Mid- 
die East, with intimations by its 
proponents that it would solve a 
lot of the problems in that area. 
Most Americans are willing to 
back the administration if the pro- 
posed plan would help in that di- 
rection. However, there is great 
doubt the suggested measures 
would serve that purpose. 


The three major problems of the 
Middle East are: 


First, the instransigence of all 
the Arab countries to recognize 
the existence of the State of Israel, 
a nation created by the United Na- 
tions. 


Secondly, there is Nasser, a 
third-rate dictator in the image of

WASHINGTON—Under the persuasive and flex- 
ible leadership of Lyndon Johnson the Democratic 
Party is deploying its talent in the Senate far more

Johnson, because of the initiative he took four years ago, no longer 
has to be governed exclusively by seniority in assigning committee 


positions.
